To the Senate and House of Representatwes: 

I transmit herewith a communication from the Secretary of War, 
inclosing one from the Chief of the Bureau oi Insular Affairs, ip 
which is transmitted a proposed tariff revision law for the PhiUppia© 
Islands. 

This measure revises the present Philippine tariti", simplifies it, 
and makes it conform as nearly as possible to the regulations of the 
customs laws of the United States, especialh' with respect to packiog 
and packages. The present Philippine regulations have been cwjpar 
bersome and difficult for American merchants and exporters to coiaar 
ply with. Its purpose is to meet the new conditions that will arise 
under the section of the pending United States tariff bill whicli ]^XQr 
vides, with certain limitations, for free trade between the Uaite4 
States and the islands. It is drawn with a view to preserving to 
the islands as much customs revenue as possible, and to proteel ia 
a reasonable measure those industries which now exist in tne islai^ds. 

The bill now transmitted has been drawn by a board of tariff 
experts, of which the insular collector of customs, Col. George H. 
Colton, was the president. The board held a great many open mee.V 
ings in Manila, and conferred fully with representatives of all bujsipiei^ 
interests in the Philippine Islands. It is of great importance ta the 
welfare of the islands that the bill should be passed at the same |imf 
with the pending Payne bill, with special reference to the provisions 
of which it was prepared. 

I respectfully recommend that this bill be enacted at the presei^t 
session of Congress as one incidental to and required b}- the pa^aage 
of the Pavne bill.

• Sir: I iiave the honor to transmit herewith a |)roposed tariff revi- 
sion act for the Philippine Islands, and request that the same be 
transmitted to Congress in such manner as ma}^ be deemed advisable, 
with a view to its passage at the present session. 

' This measure is a complete revision of the present Philippine tarifl", 
drafted with a view to simplifying the law and making it conform as 
nearly as possible to the customs laws of the United States, especially 
with respect to packing and packages, in which particular the present 
Philippine regulations are cumbersome and difficult to comply with. 

The purpose of the bill is also to meet the conditions which will 
arise under the free-trade provisions of the Payne bill, to save as 
much customs revenue as possible to the islands under those condi- 
tions, and at the same time to protect in reasonable measure the 
paying industries now operating in the islands. 

It will be understood that the result of the free admission of 
American goods into the Philippine Islands must revolutionize busi- 
ness in the Philippines, and unless the adoption of that policy is 
accompanied by a revision of the present Philippine tariff it will be 
disastrous to some important industries in the islands and also result 
in such serious loss to the customs revenue as to embarrass the 
Philippine government. 

The bill now presented has l)een in course of preparation, by 
special direction of the Secretary of War, since March 1, 1908, and 
was finally drawn by a board of tariff experts of which the insular 
collector of customs, Col. George R. Colton, was the president, after 
numerous open meetings in Manila and full conference with repre- 
sentatives of all interests in the Philippine Islands to ];e affected 
thereby. 

It has had jiublicity in the United States, and it is believed that 
contending interests have been reconciled, and as far as schedules 
are concerned it should meet with no ooposition. For instance, 
the schedules relating to the introduction of tobacco, Sumatra leaf, 
and sugar are made identical with the pending Payne bill, and there- 
fore have removed the apprehension that these goods can be im- 
ported into the Philippine Islands at a less tarifl' rate and thence 
mto the United States free as the growth and product of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

The |)roposed revision has the a|)proval of the governor-general

Sec. 2. That duties shall be collected on all articles, goods, wares, 
or merchandise imported into the l^liilippine Islands at the rates 
hereinafter provided, except when same are expressly (-\emi)ted from 
duty by this act. Any articles, goods, wares, or merchandise from 
abroad, except as hereinafter provided, entering tlie jurisdiction of 
the Philippine Islands, in any mannei* wliatsoever, eithc^r with intent 
to unlade therein, or whicli, after sucli entering, become incorpo- 
rated into the general mass of property within said islands, or are 
consumed therein, shall be deemed to havc^ been imported within the 
meaning of this act. 

Sec. 3. That articles, goods, wares, or mei'cliandise in transit to 
the Philipphie Islands at the time tliis act goes into elTect, and arriv- 
ing therein not later tlian sixty days from such effective date, shall 
be entered undei' the provisions of law existing at the time of ship- 
ment from the place of original consignment to thc^ I'hilippine Islands. 

Sec. 4. That duties shall be collected on such artu-les, goods, 
wares, or merchandise exported from the Philippine Islands and at 
such rates as are hereinafter specifically prescribed in this act, but 
that exportation from the said islands of all other articles, goods, 
wares, or merchandise shall be free.

GENERAL RULES.

lluLE 1 . Xlmbek of threads and ascerTx\lnmbnt thereof.— "By 
the luirnlx'T of threads in a textile sliall, unless otherwise stipulated^ 
be meant tlie total number of all tlireacls contained in the warp and 
weft thei'eof in a square of six millimeters. Warp is the total num- 
ber of threads vvJiieh lie h)ngitudinally in a textile^ whether they 
form tlie fouridation thereof or have*^ been added thereto. Weft 
sludl f)e consider(Hl the total number of threads which cross the 
warp, whethc^r from selvao;e to selvage or not. To determine the 
number of tlinuids in a textile, and tlie proportion tliereof subject to 
the highest rat(M)f duty, a 'thread counter" shall be used. 

Slioidd a textile be more closely woven in some parts than in others, 
the number of threads in tlie most closely woven part and in the 
most loosely woven part shall be ascertained, and the average num- 
ber of thi-eads resulting shall serve as the basis for levying duty. 

Threads shall be counted on tlie finished side of the textile, if the 
nature thereof permits; otherwise, on the revc^ise side. If necessary 
to ascertain the number of threads, tlie mip shall be removed or a 
suflicient part of the textile unraveled. 

Should tliis be impossible without daniagino" a made-up article, as 
forinstance, ready-made clothing, the textile shall be subject to' the 
highest rate of duty applicable in the group to which it belongs 
and if the textile be mixed, it shall be dutiable at the rate applicable 
CO the most highly taxed (•omponent material in the exterior of the 
article.

Cotton textiles containing threads of silk, and in which the total 
number of such threads, counted in the warp and weft, does not 
exceed one-fifth of the total number of threads composing the textile, 
shall be dutiable under the corresponding paragraphs of Class V, 
with a surtax of seventy per centum. 

When the number of threads of silk exceeds one-fifth of the total, 
the textile shall be dutiable under the corresponding paragraph of 
Class VIII. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to pile fabrics, knitted or 
netted stuffs, tulles, laces, or blondes (rule 6), or to ribbons, galloons, 
braids, tape, or trimmings (rule 7). 

(b) Textiles of vegetable fibers (except cotton), containing threads 
of wool, hair, or their wastes, and in which the number of such 
threads, counted in the warp and weft, does not exceed one-fifth of 
the total number of threads composing the textile, sliall be dutiable 
under the corresponding paragraphs of Class VI, with a surtax of 
forty per centum.

Textiles of vegetable fibers (except cotton), containing threads of 
silk, and in which the number of such threads, counted in tlie warp and 
weft, does not exceed one-fifth of the total number of threads compos- 
ing the textile, shall be dutiable under the corresponding paragraphs 
of Class VI, with a surtax of sixty per centum. 

When the number of silk threads exceeds one-fifth of the total, the 
textile shall be dutiable under the corresponding paragraphs of Class 
VIII. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to pile fal)rics, knitted or 
netted stuffs, tulles, laces, or blondes (rule*6), or to ribbons, galloons, 
braids, tape, or trimmings (rule 7). 

(c) Textiles of wool or hair, containing threads of silk, and in 
which the number of such threads exceeds one-fiftli of the total 
number of threads composing the textile, shall be (lutial)le under 
the corresponding paragraphs of Class VIII.

Rule 11. Made-i p articles. — Textiles, dutiable under Classes V 
and VI, entirely or ])artially made up into common sacks (except 
gunii}^ sacks), shall be liable to the duties applicable tliereto with a 
surtax of fifteen per centum. 

vShawls, including those called ^^mantones" and '^panolones/' 
traveling rugs^ sarongs, patadeones, counterpanes, sheets, towels, 
table cloths and napkins, veils, fichus and handkerchiefs, shall, for the 
making-up, Ije liai)le to a surtax of thirty per centum of the duties 
leviable thereon. Any of these articles, imported in the piece, uncut, 
shall not be considered as made-up, except in those cases where the 
line of separation l)etween them is indicated by unwoven spaces.

lliJLE 12. On any article, not enumerated in this act, manufactured 
of two or more materials, duty shall be assessed at tlic rate at which

to indicate the paragraph under which the article is or shall lie duti- 
able, and the insular collector of customs shall comply \yith such 
request. In such case classification of the article in (juestion, upon 
the particular importation involved, shall be made according to the 
paragraph so indicated. 

(d) Salvage from vessels built in foreign countries and wrecked or 
abandoned in Pliilippine ^vaters or elsewhere, not otherwise provided 
for, shall be dutiable according to the corresponding paragraphs of 
this act. 

RECEPTACLES, PACKAGES, AND PACKINCJ. 

Rule 18. (a) Whenever imported merchandise is subject to an ad 
valorem rate of duty, the duty shall be assessed upon the actual mar- 
ket value or wholesale price of such merchandise, as bought and sold in

usual wholesale quantities^ at the time of exportation to the Philippine 
IslandS; in the principal markets of the country from whence imported; 
and in the condition in which such merchandise is there bought and 
sold for exportation to the Philippine Islands^ or consigned to the 
Philippine Islands for sale^ including the value of all cartons, cases, 
crates, boxes, sacfks, and coverings of any kind, and all other costs, 
charges, and expenses incident to placing the merchandise in condi- 
tion, packed ready for shipment to the Philippine Islands. 

(b) Whenever an article is subject to an alternative minimum ad 
valonun rate, the alternative ad valorem duty shall be ascertained by 
applying the corresponding ad valorem rate to such merchandise, 
inclusive of all costs and charges mentioned in clause (a) of this rule. 

(c) The tej'in ''retail package" wherever used in this act, shall be 
held to mean any article, goods, wares, or merchandise, together with 
the holders, containers, packages, or packing, in which such article, 
goods, wares, or merchandise is usually held, contained, or packed, at 
the time of its sale to the public in usual retail quantities. 

(d) Wherever it is provided in this act that articles, goods, wares, or 
merchandise shall be dutiable ^'including weight of immediate con- 
tamers," tlu^ dutiable weight thereof shall be held to be the weight of 
same^ together witli the weiglit of the immediate container, holder, or 
packing only: Provided, That wherever in this act the term 'includ- 
ing weight of immediate containers," and the term ^'retail package" 
are both used in the same paragraph or clause, the dutiable weight 
shall be the weight of the retail package. 

(e) Wherever it is provided in this act that articles, goods, wares, oi 
merchandise shall be dutiable by ''gross weight," the dutiable weight 
thereof sliall be field to be the weight of same, together with the weight 
of all containers, T)ackag(\s, holders, and packing, of whatsoever kind 
or character, m winch said articles, goods, wares, and merchandise are 
contained, held, or packed, at the time of importation.

estimated dutiable weight or quantity: Provided, That if the im- 
porter, consignee, or agent shall be dissatisfied with such estimated 
dutiable weight or quantity, and shall file with the collector of customs 
prior to the delivery of the packages designated for examination a 
written specification of his objection thereto, or if the collector of 
customs shall have reason to doubt the exactness of the prescribed 
weight or quantity in any instance, it shall be his duty to cause such 
actual weights or quantities to be ascertained.

PROPOSED TARIFF REVISION LAW FOR PIITLIPPIKE ISLANDS. 13 
RATES OF DUTIES. 

Sec. 11. That the rates of duties to be collected on articles^ goods^ 
wares, or merchandise imported into the PhiHppine Islands shall 
be as follows: Provided, That no article bearing evident signs of be- 
ing for sanitary construction shall pay a higher rate of duty than 
twenty per centum ad valorem: And pi^ovided further, That no article 
shall pay a higher rate of duty than one hundred per centum ad valo- 
rem, except and unless the same shall be classified under paragraphs 
ninety-two, two hundred and sixt3-two, two hundred and sixty-three, 
two hundred and sixty-four, or two hundred and sixty-five, in which 
event the rate of duty thereby resulting shall be collected, anything 
in this act to the contrary notwithstanding: And provided further, 
That articles of foreign growth, produce, or manufacture, shall be 
dutiable upon each importation, even though previously exported 
from the Philippine Islands, except as otherwise specifically provided 
in this act.

ratus utensils, and instruments, specially imported for the 
bona hde use of and by the order of any societv or institu- 
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tion incorporated or established solely for philosophical, 
educational, scientific, charitable, or literary purposes, or 
for the encouragement of the line arts, or for the bona fide 
use of and by the order of an}' colleo;e, academy, school, or 
seminary of learning in the PhiHppine Islands, or of any 
public library, and not for barter, sale, or hire; subject to 
such regulations as shall be prescribed l)y the Insular col- 
lector of customs. 

The provisions of this paragraph in respect to books shall 
apply to any individual importing not exceeding two copies 
of any one work for his own use and not for barter, sale, 
or hire. 

350. Articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture of the Fhilippine

That all invoices of imported articles, goods, wares or 
merchandise, shall state the true value thereof in the currencv of 'the 
place or couiitry froui whence imi)orted, or, if purchased, in the cur- 
rencv actually paid tlierefor, shall contain a correct description of such 
articles, goods, wares, or merchandise, with true numbers, weights and 
quantities, m the tariff terms of this act, and shaU be made in quad- 
ruplicate, and signed by the owner or shi|)per, if the merchandise has 
been actually {)urchased, or by the manufacturer or owner thereof if 
the same has been procured otherwise than bv purehase, or by the dulv 
authorized agent of such purchaser, inanufax'turer or owner 

Sec. I!). That except in case of personal effects accompanyinp; a 
passengcM' as baggage, or arriving within a reasonable time before or 
a ter the owner, no im|)ortati()n of any articles, goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise^ excelling (>ne hundred dollars in dutiable value, shall be 
adnutted to entrv without the production of a dulv certified invoice of 
the kinds liereinafter described, or the filing of an affidavit made by 
t le owner iniiK)rter, or consignee, before the collector of customs, 
showing why it is im})ra.'ticable to produce such invoice, together with 
a bond in an amount to be prescribed by, and with sureties satisfactory 
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to, the collector of customs, for the production of such invoice within 
a reasonable time to be prescribed by said official. In the absence of 
such invoice, no entry shall be made upon the aforesaid affidavit unless 
the same be accompanied b}^ a statement in the form of an invoice, or 
otherwise, showing the actual cost of such merchandise if same was 
purchased, or if obtained otherwise than by purchase, the actual mar- 
ket value or wholesale price thereof at the time of exportation to the 
Philippine Islands in the principal markets of the country from whence 
imported. This statement shall be verified by the oath of the owner, 
importer, consignee, or agent desiring to make the entry, taken before 
the collector of customs, and it shall be lawful for that official to 
examine the deponent under oath regarding the source of his knowl- 
edge, information or belief, concerning any matter contained in hi» 
affidavit, and to require him to produce any correspondence, document, 
or statement of account in his possession, or under his control, which 
may assist the customs authorities in ascertaining the actual value of

a country other than the United States of America, or any territory 
or place under the jurisdiction and control of the Government thereof: 
Provided, That the insular collector of customs ma}^, in his discretion^ 
dispense with the requirement for the consular invoices prescribed in 
this section in case the merchandise for wliich entry is sought is free 
of duty under this act, in which event a commercial invoice certified 
by the purchaser, manufacturer, seller, owner, or agent shall be filed; 
and Provided further, That when the importation is from the United 
States of America, or any territory or place under the jurisdiction 
and control of the Government thereof, production shall be to a col- 
lector of customs, deputy collector of customs, or United States 
commissioner. 

Invoices shall have endorsed thereon when produced as above pre- 
scribed, a declaration signed by the purchaser, manufacturer, seller, 
owner, or agent, setting forth that the invoice is in all respects correct 
and true, and w^as made at the place from whence tlie merchandise is 
exported to the Philippine Islands; that it contains, if the merchandisa 
was obtained by purchase, a true and full statement of the time when, 
the place where, the person from whom the same was purchased, and 
the actual cost thereof, and of all charges thereon; and that no dis- 
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counts, bounties, or drawbacks are contained in the invoice except 
such as have been actually allowed thereon ; and when obtained in any 
other manner than by purchase, the actual market value or wholesale 
price thereof, at the time of exportation to the Philippine Islands, in 
the principal markets of the country from whence exported; that such 
actual market value is the price at which the merchandise described in 
the invoice is freely offered for sale to all pxuTJiasers in said markets, 
and that it is tlu^ price which the manufacturer, seller, owner, or agent 
making tlie declaration would have received and was willing to receive, 
for such merchandise sold in the ordinary course of trade in the usual 
wholesale quantities, and tliat it included all charges thereon; that the 
numbers, weight, or (fuantity stated is correct, and that no invoice of 
the merchandise descril)ed, differing from the invoice so produced has 
been or will b(^. furnished to anyone. If the merchandise was actually 
purchased, the dechiration shall also contain a statement that the 
amount shown and the currency stated in such invoice is that which 
was actually paid for the merchandise by the purchaser. Said decla- 
ration shall l)e duly sworn to by the purchaser, manufacturer, ow^ner, 
or agent, before the officer to whojn produced. 

Sec. 21. That consuls, vice-consuls, commercial agents, collectors, 
of customs, (hvputy colloctoivs of customs, and commissioners of the 
United States of Anunica, having any knowledge or information of 
any c.ase oi' practice by which any person obtaining verification of any 
invoice^, defrauds or may defraud the rev(^niie of the Philippine Is- 
lands, shall ^T-epoi-t tlie facts to tlie insular collector of customs. 

Sec. 22. That Unitcnl States Government vessels, whether trans- 
ports of th(^ Ai-my oi- naval vessels, when coming from the United 
states or a foreign j)ort to the ports of the Pliilippine Islands, shall be 
subject to the same inspection by Customs Officers of the PhiHppine 
Government, for the purpose of determining whether they have on 
board articles of merchandise dutiable under tlie laws of the PhiHp- 
pine Islands, as such United States Government vessels are subject to 
by Customs Officers of tlie Ihiited Staters Government when such ves- 
sels enter ports of tlu^ United States from foreign countries for the 
purpose of determining whether such vessels haveOn board articles or 
merchandise (lutia])le under the laws of the United States.

Sec. 25. That containers, such as casks, large metal, glass, or other 
receptacles, which are, in the opinion of the collector of customs, of 
such a character as to be readily identifiable, may be delivered to the 
importer thereof, upon identification and the giving of a bond with 
sureties satisfactory to the collector of customs in an amount equal to 
double the estimated duties thereon, conditioned for the exportation 
thereof, or payment of the corresponding duties thereon, within one 
year from the date of importation, under such rules and regulations as 
the insular collector of customs shall prescribe. 

Sec. 26. That the index and repertory hereto attached are not an 
integral part of this act, and shall not be construed to alter or change 
the same in any manner. 

Sec. 27. That the insular collector of customs shall, subject to the 
approval of the secretary of the department having jurisdiction over 
the customs service, make all rules and regulations necessary to enforce 
the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 28. That all existing decrees, laws, regulations, orders, or parts 
thereof, inconsistent with the provisions of this act, except as provided 
in section one of this act, are to that extent repealed. 

Sec. 29. That this act shall be known and referred to as the Philip- 
pine tarifl^ revision law of nineteen hundred and nine. 

Sec. 30. That this act shall take effect upon its passage.
